5. Brief Identification of principal arguments: Applicants submitted that Matsubara 
discloses a primary-label region extracting means which extracts regions from original images, 
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not binary images, as recited in claim 1 . Further, with regard to claim 27, Applicants wished to 
clarify that claim 27 has not yet been entered into the application, and that claim 27 does not 
constitute new matter. 

6. Indication of other pertinent matters discussed: none 

7. Results of Interview: The SPE and Examiner indicated that pending the nature of 
the next filing, a thorough examination of claim 1 in light of Matsubara will be undertaken. 
Overall, an agreement was not reached.
